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An ACCOUNT of the METHODS 
WHEREBY 


CHARTTY SCHOOLS 
Great Britain & Ireland, 


Have been Erected, and are Governed ; and of the 
Encouragement given to them, Cc. 


T is manifeſt, That a Chriſtian and Uſeful Education of 
the Children of the POOR, is very neceſſary to their 
Piety, Virtue, and honeſt Livelihood. 
Tiis alſo as plain and evident, That Piety, Virtue, and an 
honeſt Way of Living, are not only of abſolute Neceſſity to their 
Happineſs both Here and Hereafter ; but are neceſſary alſo to the 
Eaſe and Security of all other People whatſoever : In as much as 
there is no Body but may ſtand in need of their Help, or be li- 
able to receive Injuries from them. | 
But that which ought more eſpecially to be the Beginning, and 
End of Chriſtian Charity, is the Glory of God, and the Good of 
Mankind. And theſe great and moſt deſirable Ends cannot be by 
private Perſons more univerſally and effectually ſecured, than by 
Contributing to the Chriſtian Education and uſeful. Bringing-up 
of the Poor. | 

Therefore there having of late been ſeveral Schools, called 
CHARITY SCHOOLS, Erected for that Purpoſe, namely, For the Educa- 
tion of Poor Children in the Knowledge and Prattice of the Chriſtian 
Religion, as profeſs'd and Taught in the Church of England; and for 
Teaching them ſuch other Things as are moſt ſuitable to their Condition; 
It may be of Uſe to give a ſhort Account of them, and to ſhew 
how they have been Erected and are Governed : That other People 
ſeeing the Pratticableneſs as well as Charity and Uſefulineſs thereof, 
may be moved to encreaſe the Number of them. ,

whereof i: 
in the Appen- 
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Theſe Schools have been ſometimes propos'd by the Miniſter, 
to ſome of his Pariſh; and ſometimes by 2 or 3 Perſons of a 
Place, to the Miniſter of the Pariſh, and ſuch others as they 
thought would join with them. And when 4 or 5 had agreed 
thereon, their Way was to expreſs in a few Lines * the Neceſ- 
ſity and Uſefulneſs of the Deſign on a Roll of Parchment, and 
Subſcribe thereto ſuch Sums as each of them thought fit to pa 
yearly (during Pleaſure) towards the Charge: And generally the 
Miniſter Subſcrib'd firſt. And the Deſign thus ſet on Foot, they 
fhew'd the Roll to others, and thoſe to others, who Subſcribed alſo 
as they thought fit. So that when the Deſign became pretty well 
known, it commonly met with ſo good Succeſs, as the Subſcri- 
bers have been able to ſet up a School in about 7 or 8 Months 
Time. After a competent Sum of Money Subſcribed, the next 
Thing the Subſcribers did, was their agreeing upon, and Settling 
certain Rules and Orders for the Governing theſe Schools; for 
the better effecting the End of the Charity, and eaſier Managing 
the ſame, to the Satisfaction of all concern'd, and without giv- 


ing Offence. In many Schools in and about London, the Orders 
are to the Effect following. | | 


J. The Maſter to be Elected for this SCHOOL ſhall be, 


1. A Member of the Church of England, of a ſober Life and 
Converſation, and not under the Ape of 25, Years. 

2. One that frequents the Holy Communion. 

3- One that hath a good Government of himſelf and Paſſions. 

4- One of a Meek Temper and Humble Behaviour. 

5. One ofa good Genius for Teaching. 

6. One who underſtands well the Grounds and Principles of 
the Chriſtian Religion, and is able to give a good Account thereof 
io the Miniſter of the Pariſh, or Ordinary, on Examination. 


7. One who can Write a good Hand, and who underſtands the 
Grounds of Arithmetick. 


8. One who keeps good Orders in his Family. | 

9. One who is approved by the Miniſter of the Pariſh (being a. 
Sabſcriber) before he be preſented to he Licenſed by the Ordinary. 

AND here it may be noted, That it will be adviſabie for 
© any new- elected School maſter to conſult with ſome of the pre. 
* ſent School-Maſters of theſe Schools, for the more ready Per- 
© formance of his Duty. And it is recommended to them to. 
communicate to ſuch new. elected Maſter their Art, ard the 
divers Methods of Teaching and Governing their Scholars, uſed 
according to the different Capacities, Tempers and _ inclinati- 
* ons of the Children. And moreover it will be convenient, 
5. that ſuch new- elected Maſter have Liberty, on certain Days, to

: ſee and hear the preſent Maſters Teach their Scholars; and upon 
. Occaſion, to be Aſſiſting to them in Teaching; that ſuch new 
: Maſter may thereby become yet more expert, and better qua- 
„ lified for the Diſcharge of his Office. The due and faithful 

Execution whereof, as it is a Matter of very great Importanoe, 

lo it does deſerve much Commendation, and may hope to 
* meet with a proportlonable Encouragement. 

II. The following Orders ſhall be obſerved by the Maſter and 
Scholars, c. 

1. The Maſter ſhall conſtantly attend his proper Buſineſs in 
the School, during the Hours appointed for Teaching, viz. from 
7 to 11 in the Morning, and from 1 to F in the Evening, the 
Summer Half-Year: And from 8 to 11 1n the Morning, and 
from x to 4 in the Evening, the Winter Half-Year ; that he may 
improve the Children in good Learning to the utmoſt of his Pow- 
er, and prevent the Diſorders that frequently happea for want 
of the Maſter's Preſence and Care. | 

2. To the End the Chief Deſign of this School, which is for 
the Education of Poor Children in the Knowledge and Practice of the 
Chriſtian Religion, as Profeſs'd and Taught in the Church of Eng- 
land, may be the better promoted; The Maſter ſhall make it his 
chief Buſineſs to Inſtruct the Children in the Principles thereof, 
as they are laid down in the Cburch Catechiſm; which he ſhall 
firſt teach them to pronounce diſtinctly and plainly z and then, 
in order to practiſe, ſhall explain it to the meaneſt Capacity by 


ſome good Expoſition approved of by the Miniſter: And this 


ſhall be done conſtantly twice a Week, that every Thing 1n the 
Catechiſm may be the more perfectly repeated and underſtood , 
and aſterwards ſhall more largely inform them of their Duty by 
the Help of the Whole Duty of Man: And the Maſter ſhall take 
particular Care of the Manners and Behaviour of the Poor Chil- 
dren; and by all proper Methods ſhall diſcourage and correct 
the Beginnings of Vice, and particularly Lying, Swearing, Cur- 
ſing, taking God's Name in vain, and the Prophanation of the Lord's- 
Day, &c. at the ſame Time minding them of ſuch Parts of the 
Holy Scriptures and of the Catechiſm, where thoſe Things are 
mentioned as forbidden by God, and the contrary Things as 
commanded ; whereby the Children may the better remember 
and underſtand the Uſe of the Holy Scriptures, and their Ca- 
techiſm, and learn to govern their Lives thereby. And in ge- 
neral, the Maſter (in the Buſineſs of Religion) ſhall follow the 


Directions of the Miniſter. 


Note, The Chriſtian Schoolmaſter, advertiſed at the End of this Ac- 
count; together with the Art of Spelling and Reading Engliſh, will be 
of excellent Uſe for the Maſter, and ſuch as are empiqhed in the 


Inſtruction of Children. 5 2 3. When 
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3, When any Number of the Children can ſay the Catechiſm, 
the Maſter ſhall give Notice thereof to the ſiniſter, in order to 
their being Catechized in the Church, 

4: The Maſter ſhall teach them the true ſpelling of Words, 
and Diſtinction of Syllables, with the Points and Stops, which 
is neceſſary to true and good Reading, and ſerves to make the 
Children more mindful of what they Read. 

5. As ſoon as the Boys can Read competently well, the Maſter 
ſhail teach them to Write a fair legible Hand, with the Grounds 
of Arithmetick, to fit them for Services or Apprentiſhips. 

6. The Maſter ſhall bring the Children to Church twice e- 
very Lord's-Day and Holy-Day ; and ſhall teach them to behave 
themſelves with all Reverence while they are in the Houſe of

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11. The Children ſhall wear their Caps, Bands, Cloaths, and 
other Marks of Diſtintion, every Day; whereby the Truſtees 
and Benefators may know them, and ſee what their Behaviour 
is abroad. 8 

III. The following Orders ſhall be Read and given to the Parents, 
on the Admittance of their Children. L They are printed for that End 
on a half Sheet, by the Printer of this Account. 

1, That the Parents take Care to ſend their Children to School 
at the School Hours, and keep them at Home oa no pretence 
whatſoever; except in Caſe of Sickneſs. 

2, That they ſend their Children Clean, Waſh'd and comb'd. 

3. That they correct their Children for ſuch Faults as they com- 
mit at Home, or inform the Maſter of them : W hereby the whole 
Behaviour of their Children may be the better ordered. 

4. That in Regard the Subſcribers to this School will take 
due Care that the Children ſhall ſuffer no Injuries by their Ma— 
ſter's Correction, which is only deſigned for their Good; the 
Parents ſhall freely ſubmit their Children to undergo the Diſcipline 
of the School when guilty of any Faults, and forbear coming 
thither on ſuch Occaſions. So that the Children may not be coun- 
tenanced in their Faults, nor the Maſter diſcouraged in the Perfor- 
mance of his Duty. | 

5. That the Parents ſet their Children good Examples, and 
keep them in good Order when they are at Home. 

6. And that this School may not only ſerve for the Inſtruction 
and Benefit of the Children, but alſo of their Parents, particu- 
larly of ſuch who cannot Read; They for their own ſakes, as 
well as their Childrens, are frequently to call on them at Home 
to repeat their Catechiſm, and to Read the Holy Scriptures, eſ- 
pecially on the Lord's Day, and to uſe Prayers Morning and 
Evening in their Families; ſo that all may the better be in- 
formed of their Duty, and by a conſtant and ſincere Practice 
thereof, procure the Bleſſing of God upon them. 

7. If the Parents do not obſerve the ſaid Orders, (which they 
are to ſet up in their Houſe,) their Children are to be diſmiſt the 
School, and to forfeit their School-Cloaths. | | 

IV. That the Children to be taken into this School, ſhall be 
real Objects of the Charity, and be living in (or near to) the 
ſaid Pariſh of and be of the full Age of Sevcy 
Years, and not above the Age of Twelve Years. And before a- 
ny Child is admitted, the Subſcriber preſenting ſuch Child, ſhail 
duly inform himſelf of the Condition of his Parents, and of his 
Age, &c. And moreover an Examination ſhall be made by the 
Treaſurer and Truſtees, or by the Subſcribers, whether he be a

real Object of the Charity, and alſo otherwiſe qualified to be ad- 


mitted in reſpect of Age and Place of Habitation, &c. 
V. That the Subſcribers meet at the School-Houſe every firſt 
Wedneſday after every Quarter-Day : And what ſhall be agreed 


on at ſuch Meetings by the Majority of the Subſcribers then pre- 


ſent, ſhall be obſerved; of which Meeting every Subſcriber ſhall 


have Notice, 


VI. A Treaſurer and {ix Truſtees ſhall be Annually choſen 
out of the Subſcribers, on Meducſday in Eaſter Week, who with 
the Miniſter ſhall have the immediate Care and Government of 
the ſaid School, and ſhall report the State and Condition of the 
ſame at the ſaid Quarterly Meetings of the Subſcribers. 

VII. If there ſhould happen to be any Money in Stock at the 
Entrance of the Treaſurer into his Office; or that there be a 
conſiderable Snbſcription to be Received; The Treaſurer ſhall 
give his Bond to 4 or more of the Subſcribers, to lay out the ſame, 
as the Subſcribers ſhall order ; but eſpecially, that in Caſe of his 
Death the Money To received, and not expended, may be an- 


{wered to the School. 


VIII. That the Treaſurer keep a fair Account of all Receipts 


and Disburſements, for the View of all Subſcribers and Others, who 
may deſire to know how the Monies are diſpoſed of. 


IX. That the Treaſurer's Account ſhall be peruſed, examined 
and made up by the Subſcribers twice (or oftner) in the Year, 
at their Quarterly-Meetings. 5 

X. That theſe Orders may be the better known and obſerved; 
they ſhall be fixed up in ſome convenient Flace of the School, 
and ſhall be publickly read over, at leaſt four Times in the Year, 
at the Quarterly Meetings of the Subſcribers, before any Buſineſs 


be entred upon. 


THE Method of Chuſing the Truſtees for the Management 
of theſe Schools has been various : In ſome Places the firſt Propo- 


ſers being approved, and deſired by the reſt, have taken upon them 


the continual Trouble of the ſaid Truſt: in other Places 7 or 
12 Subſcribers, who were thought moſt likely to attend the Care, 
have, at a Yearly Meeting, been appointed Truſtees for one 
Year, by the Majority of the Subſcribers, (together with the Mini- 


ſter, who is always a Truſtee ;) and then others were to be choſen 


in their ſtead. - 
The Children alſo have been taken in by different Methods ; but 


commonly the Subſcribers (where the Number hath been large) 


have drawn Lots which of them ſhould put in a Child at the firſt 
Opening the School; and afterwards (on Vacancies) they preſented 


or put in Children by turns.

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4 When the Subſcriptions in any Place have not been ſufficient for. 
1 the Teaching and Cloathing of the Number propoſed, the Miniſter 
N hath been pleaſed to preach, (or allow to be preach'd) in ſome pa- 

riſhes Yearly ; in others, Quarterly; in others, Monthly ; a Sermon 

: or Lecture exhorting to or ſhewing the Neceſſity and Uſefulneſs of 
this Charity. And the Contributions which have been collected at 
the Church Doors on this Occaſion, have been conſiderably larger 
than what hath been uſual to any other Charity. And this hath 
proceeded (as it ſhovid ſeem) in ſome part from the Auditory's 
Obſervation of the viſible Improvement of the Children in readily 
anſwering at their Catechiſm, and joining in the Common Service of 
the Church. Theſe Encouragements, together with other private. 
Contributions, as Gifts and Legacies, which have been beſtowed | 
on many of the Charity Schools, did diſpoſe the Perſons concern- | 
ed for the School in St. Margaret's Pariſh in Weſtminſter, to im- 
prove the Education of the poor Children therein, by adding 
ſome Work. And a Propoſal being made to the Church Wardens, 
they agreed to let the Iruſtees have a large Houſe belonging 
to the Pariſh Rent-free for 7 Years, and to let them have as many 
of the Pariſh Children (with the uſual Penſions they gave to their 
Nurſes) as the Truſtees would undertake to maintain and employ. 
with Work. Whereupon the Truſtees took in the 50 poor Boys 
belonging to the Charity School, and at ſeveral Times ſince, 50 
more Boys and Girls upon the Pariſh Account, and have ſet them 
all to Work ; ſome to ſpinning of Wool, others to mending and 

making of Shoes, others to Sewing, Knitting, &c. And the Income 
of the Charity, and their Earnings, have been ſufficient to find 
them in Diet, Lodging, and all other Neceſſaries, with an Over- 
plus of ſome ſmall Matter towards a Stock, which is much want- 
ed, to put more of the ſaid Children out Apprentices, and to find: 
them ſome ſmall Matter (after a diligent and faithful Service) to 
begin with in the World; as is much to be wiſhed, if it pleaſe. 
God this Charity do. ſo far proſper. 

The forementioned Example of St. Margaret's Pariſh is wor- 
thy to be followed by other Parithes that have a Fund ſufficient ;. 
for thereby the Children being enured to labour, will be bet 
ter fitted, both Boys and Girls, to be put out as Servants or. 
Apprentices. | 

BUT after all it muſt be own'd, That notwithſtanding the 
Number of the Schools, and the Methods aforementioned, for. 
the Education of the Poor, whereon is daily beſtowed much pi- 
ous Care, and great Expence; there are at preſent (and will be 
till the Poor ſhall be reformed by a better Education) more poor 
Children in divers Pariſhes, than the richer Sort of Inhabitants - 
are able to Educate, and much leſs able to. ſet to Work; which 

TEQUILES > 
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requires ſome conſiderable Stock, And therefore among the di- 
vers charitable and pious Deſigns that are at this Time on foot, 
and proſecuted (with much Succeis) by People of all Sorts and 
Conditions, zealous of good Works, this preſent Deſign hath been 
propoſed and ſet forward as a kind of Charity very neceſſary 
and much wanted. To which may be added, That theſe 
Schools are ſuch a kind of Charity, as we have the greateſt Rea- 
ſon to hope will (with God's Bleſling) bring forth, in due Sea- 
ſon, the kindly Fruit of good Living, eſpecially in thoſe Places 
where the Magiſtrates do (as our Church prays they may) truly 
and indifferently minifter Juſtice, to the Puniſhment of Wickedneſs and 
Vice : whereby the poor Children may be defended and guarded 
(in great Part) from the Evil of bad Examples, and be 


_—_ ſafe, by having many Temptations removed out of their 
Way.

All the Schools abovementioned have been ſet up within the 
Space of Fourteen Years laſt paſt, except that in Worton- Fulgate, 
and one of the Three in St. Margaret's MWeſtmin ter; namely, the 
Blue-Coat School, which was ſet up 22 Years laſt Lady-Day :

Here is a School for teaching 40 Boys to 
Read Write and Cypher. They all wear Blue Caps, that their Be- 
haviour may be the better obſerved abroad. The Maſter's Sa- 
lary is Ten Pounds a Year, paid by two Ladies. He obſerves the 
ſame Rules in effe& as are in the London Charity Schools. The 
Miniſter, by whoſe Endeavour chiefly the abovementioned School was 
ſet up, hath ſet up another for 30 Girls; the Charge of whoſe E- 
ducation is defrayed out of the Collections at the Communion : Many 
Common-Prayer Books and other ſuitable Books have been given 
to theſe Schools. ; | 

Newland, Glouceſterſhire. Here are 6 Schools, wherein are about 
108 poor Children. They are made to take home their Bibles, 
eſpecially on Saturdays, which they Read on the Lord's Day to their 
Parents : 25 of the pooreſt Children are well cloathed. All this 
done by a Subſcription under Twenty Eight Pounds, and ſome ac- 
cidental Bene factions. When the Children are diſmiſs'd the School, 
they uſually have ſome god Book given them, belides a Bible, 
that they may better retain what they have learnt there, and may 
receive from thence further Inſtruction afterwards. Two things 
more may here be mentioned with Regard to theſe Schools: One 
is, a Poor's Box, for ſaving ſomewhat to the Poor out of the 


Winnings at an ordinary Recreation, wherewith ſeveral poor Chil- 


dren have been cloathed. The other is, that a Girl lately of this 
School learnt her Grandfather to Read. 

Mewpozt Pagnel, Bucks. Here are ſome poor Children taught 
to Work, and ſome Subſcriptions towards a School. 

Mew Caſtle on T ne, Northumberland. A Gentleman that 
deſires to be unknown, and whom by miſtake a former Account 
mentioned as a Gentlewoman, has ſettled 2ol. per Annum for ever, 
for the Education of 34 poor Children of St. John's Pariſh; the 
Truſtees whereof are the Mayor for the Time being, and 6 of the 
Miniſters of the Town, and their Succeſſors. The Maſter beſides 
his Salary has a Houſe, which is alſo ſettled for the Uſe of that 
School for ever by the Corporation. Forty Shillings per Annuum is 
ſet apart for Books, and 40s. more for binding Boys out Appren- 


tices. Freemens Children have the Preference. The Children are 


taught the Catechiſm, and to Read, Write, and caſt Accomp. 
Every Child at his leaving the School is to have a Bible, Common- 
Prayer-Book, and Whole Dutv of Man. This School is enriched 
with a Legacy of 100. In the Pariſhes of St. Nicolas, and St. 
John are 2 Charity Schools more, for the Maintenance whereof 
a Gentlewoman deceas'd has ſettled 60l. per Ann. for ever, in 
one 40 Boys are taught as before, in the other 20 Girls. Theſe 
two Schools have the feme Truſtees aboyementioned, and are un- 
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der the ſame Regulations, ſave that there is no Preference given 
to Freemens Children; and the Girls are taught to knit and 
ſew, as well as to Read and Write. What Money can be ſaved, 
will be applied to the Ad vantage of the Children in all theſe Schools, 
by binding them out Apprentices. In the Pariſh of St. Andrew 30 
Boys are taught and inſtructed as before, by the 34 tart of the 
1000/. formerly mentioned to be left to pious Uſes; the other two 
34 Parts thereof are thus applied; namely, one to the binding our 
of poor Freemens Sons, the other to the Relief of poor Houſe keepers 
in that Pariſh. Upwards of 60 poor Children are tanght to ſpin, at 
the yearly Expence of the Corporation, and a conſiderable Number 
of poor Children are taught at the Charge of private Perſons. And 
in the Pariſh of All- Hallows, 67 Children more. Every Subſcriber to 
this Charity, may cloath and fend either a Boy or Girl as he pleaſes, 

Mewburp, Berkſhire. A School for 40 poor Boys taught, 
whereof 35 are cloathed. Endowed by the Corporation with 40/, 
per Annum. The Mayor and the Miniſter for the Time being, together 
with 3 more Members of the Corporation, appoint Governours and 
Truſtees of the ſaid School, to which there is belonging a con- 
venient School-room. A private Gentleman in the Neighbourhood 
pays for teaching and cloathing 10 of the ſaid Children, &c. and 
defigns to ſettle a conſiderable Sum of Money to this End. Five 
more cloathed and taught by private Charity. Part of the Offer- 
tory at the monthly Sacrament 1s appropriated to the uſe of the 
School. The Children are taught to read and underſtand the Prin- 
ciples of our Religion, and are conſtantly at the publick Prayers; 
they alſa, learn to write and caſt Accompt. | here is a Box ſer 
up in the Church for the Benefit of the School,, which has well an- 
ſwered the End of ſetting it up. Some of the Boys have been ap- 


prenticed, and they are in hopes of apprenticing more yearly : The 


Children are much reformed and improved. 

Newent, Glouceſterſhire. Here are Two Charity-Schools ſet up, 
wherein 50 Boys and Girls are taught. The Miniſter and Truſtees 
viſit the Children once a Week, which tends much to their Im- 
provement. Here is a great need of a Supply to ſupport the Schools. 

Mewhaden, Ser. Eight Boys and 12 Girls taught to read, 
write, and the Catechiſm; to which purpoſe 200. per Annum is ſub- 
ſcribed. The Children wear Caps and Binds. 

Mewton-Park, Somerſerſhire. A Maſter has a Salary of 100. per 
'Anium, for teaching all the poor Children of the Pariſh. 

Neyland, S, lt. A School is ſet up for 40 Boys, (viz. 30 of 
Neyland, and 10 of Stoke) part cloath'd. The Subſcriptions are 300. 
er Annum. And at the quarterly Meetings of the Subſcribets, there 


is a Sermon preached on the occaſion. and the Children of this 


School, and of that at Stoke Neyland, are there publickly examined.

The ſetting up one or more Charity-Schoaols 
here haviug been propoſed at a Meeting of the Clergy in the Li- 
brary at the New- Hall, in November 1707 the ſame was readily and 
unanimouſly agreed to, and that every one there would himſelf con- 
tribute thereto, and would ſollicit the Charity of their Pariſhioners 
and others. Whereupon ſeveral well difpoſed Lavmen joined 
heartily in the Buſineſs. And the Lord Biſhop, the Dean end Chap- 
ter, many of the Magiſtrates, Gentlemen and Traders of the City, 
encouraged the Deſign : And particularly the good *iſhop*: Antho- 
rity and Zeal has had a great Influence on the Deſign here as well as 
in other Places. So that there are here 8 Schools, wherein are now 
230 Boys, and 2 Schools for Girls wherein are about 40, in all 270. 
All the Boys have Caps and Bands, 80 of them were cloathed 
throughout (The Subſcriptions amount to about 200.) beſites Col- 
lections at Sermons. And this School has had a generous Zenetattion by 
the Will of two Widow Gentlewomen deceaſed. Jr was thought 
proper to be a little more large on the Schools of this Place, to ſhem how ver 
eaſily and ſcon this good aeſign may be brought about, where the Clergy 
Tealouſiy ſet about this Work, And God be thanked there are many inſtan- 
ces of their Charity in this kind, as may be obſerved in peruſing this Ac- 
count.

Boys throughly cloathed, endowed with Bol. per Annam. being 
the George Inne, part of the Eſtate left to pious Uſes by Richard 
Dryden Eſq; deceaſed. And a private Gentleman is a good Bene- 
factor to the School, by fitting up a School-houle, and a Houſe for 
the Maſter, which he lets to that uſe at a cheap Rent.

N April 1709, The General Aſſembly of the Charch of 72 

land paſs'd an Act to encourage and forward this Deſign 0 
Charity Schools, &c. which was alſo recommended by a Royal Pro- 
clamation, and Subſcriptions were then begun to be made: And there 
appeared a good Proſpect of gucceſs; only they waited for a Grant 
from Her moſt Sacred Majeſty to incorporate the pious Society for 
promoting Chriſtian Knowledge, which they have long Unce ob- 
tained. However, ſoon after, before the Patent was arriv'd, it ap- 
pear'd that the Deſign for erecting Charity Schools was really begun, 
and ſo long ſince as November 1708, 1oool. Sterling was ſubſcribed 
to it. And the Dutcheſs of Hamilton, to her great Honour, ſettled 
ſome of theſe Schools in the Iſle of Arran. For altho' every Pariſh 
in Scotland be obliged to maintain one School- Maſter, yet is it but 
in ſome Places that the School-Maſters are obliged to teach the 


Poor Gratis. So that notwithſtanding that Legal Provilion, Cha- 


rity Schools are found to be highly neceſſary in Scotland, as well as 
in England. One noble Example has come to our Knowledge, 
which is by no Means, to be omitted, viz. that at Carlavrock, 
near Dumkries, Nithisdale, in 1708, a private Gentleman gave 
10g. towards ſetting up a Charity School, for all the poor Chil- 
dren in the Town and Neighbourhood : (the ſame being much in- 
feſted with the Roman Catholicks :) 100% of the ſaid Money is to 
be apply d to building a School- Houſe, and Conveniencies for the 
Maſter, and the intereſt of the remaining goc/l. to be apply'd for 
ever, according to the Direction of the Donor, for the Ma- 
ſter's Salary, putting Children out Appreniices, &c.

of Religion. This Delign for North Britain is indeed fo newly be- 
gun that. it cannot be expected that many Particulars can yet be 
ready for the Publick. In the mean time it will be of great uſe, 
and is to be hoped will kindle a pious Emulation at Home, to fee 
dow that and the like noble Deſigns, which were begun here, do 
already ſpread themſelves as it were at once through North Britain, 
and ſo afford vs a moſt forcible Motive and Direction for attempt- 
ing the like general and comprehenſive Methods of Improvement 
at home. Take this in the very Words of their Act of General 
Aſſembly abovementioned, paſt April 19, 1709, as follows. 


EDINGBURGH the Nineteenth of April One Thouſand Seven 
Hundred and Nine Tears, 


"HE General Aſſembly taking to their ſerious Conſideration, 
the Iuſtructions given by the laſt Aſſembly to their Com- 
miſhon, to give all due Aſſiitance and Encouragement to any pro- 
poſals to be made for Propagating the Knowledge of God and 
our Lord Jeſus Chriſt in the North, the Highlands and Iſlands, 
and Foreign Parts of the World: and that the ſaid Aſſembly had 
appointed a Committee to receive in Reports from Presbyrerics of 
the Advances made in the Subſcriptions for promoting the afore- 
ſaid Deſign, and to act and manage in that matter under the ln- 
ſpeftion, and by the Direction ot the foreſaid Commiſſion : And 
the General Aſſembly having heard the Report of the ſaid Commiſ- 
ſion, that there are now very conſiderable Advances made in the 
ſaid Subſcriptions; And Her Majeſty having by Her Royal Procla- 
mation dated the Eighteenth Day of Augr/# laſt by paſt, with 
the Advice of Her privy Council, appro: en of, and recommended 
the foreſaid Charitable Deſign, and declared Her Reſolution, to 
grant Her Letters Patent for erecting the Subſcribers into « So- 
ciety and Corporation for managing that Affair; And the General 
Aſſembly conſidering that the Glory of God, and the Advance- 
ment of the Kingdom of Chriſt, in the eternal Salvation of the im- 
mortal Souls of People, are deeply intereſted in this truly pious and 
glorious Deſizn; and that the Zeal and Forwardneſs of others, 
both 'n Egglasd and the united Provinces, in carrying on ſuch a 
Work, hith been bleſled of God with wonderful and comfortable 
Succeſs; does therefore with all Earneſtnels, be ſeech and exhort all 
the People of this National Church to contribute their beſt Ea- 
dervours in their Stations to promote this noble and excellent 
Undertaking: And particularly that in Zeal for the Glory of God, 
and in Pity and Compaſſion towards many Thouſands in this Church 
and Nation, eſpecially in the Highlands and Iſlands, who live in Bar- 
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barity and Ignorance, and toward ſo great a part of the Worid as 
is this Day periſhing for lack of Knowledge, they would cheer- 
fully embrace this precious Opportunity of honouring the Lord 
with their Subſtance, and making to themſelves Friends of the Mam- 
mon of Unrighteouſneſs; And the Aſſembly does ſeriouſly recom- 
mend to the Mlaiſters and Elders of this Church, to go through 
their reſpective Pariſhes on fuch Days as the ſeveral Presbyteries 
ſhall appoiat, and receive, and collect Subſcriptions for, or Con- 
tributions of Money from ſach Perſons whoſe Hearts God ſhall 
incline thereunto; And that Mrmlters take occaſion on a Sabbath 
before they begin this Work, to read and intimate this Act from 
the Pulpit to their reſpective Congregations, and to exhort, ex- 
cite and ſtir up their People to Subſcribe or Contribute according 
to their Abllity on this Occaſion. And the Aſſembly does hereby 
recommend to the ſeveral Presbyteries within this Church, to be 
careful to promote the taking Subſcriptions, and making Collections 
for the end aforeſaid, within their reſpective bounds, ſo ſoon 


as conveniently can be; and where Pariſhes are vacant, that they 


appoint ſome of their Number to Preach, and intimate this Act, 
and join with the Elders of ſuch Pariſhes, if any be, or with ſuch 
of the Heretors or Pariſhioners as will aſſiſt in taking Subſcriptions, 
and make Collections as is above expreſt: And that the ſeveral 
Presbyteries do without delay call for, and take in reports from all 
the Miniſters within their Bounds, containing a particular account 
of rhe Subſcribers, and Sums ſubſcribed for, and Money collected 
in each Pariſh, and ſend an Extract thereof, ſubſcribed by their 
Moderator and Clerk, to the Clerk of the Commiſſion of this Af 
ſemtl, and thereafter upon Advertiſement from the ſaid Commil- 
fion ſend in the Principal Subſcriptions, and Money collected, to be 
delivered to any Perſon whom the Society for propagating Chri- 


ſtiaa Knowledge, when conſtituted, ſhall appoint to receive the 


ſame, upon his Receipt thereof. And the General Aſſembly does 
hereby laſtruct and Impower their Commiſſion to be appointed by 
them ta promote, by all proper Means, the aforeſaid Glorious Deſign 
of propagating Chriſtian Knowledge, and appoints the Agents of the 


Church todiſpatch printed Copies of this Act to all the Presbyteries 


of this Church for the Ends aforeſaid.

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IRELAND. 


HERE is here publiſhed af Account of ſome Charity Schools 

ſet up in the City of Dublin, in Imitation, as the Account ex- 
preſſeth it, of the Charity-Schools ia London, with the Method of 
{etting up and governing the ſame. 

DUBLIN. Here is a School at the Sign of the Buck in Mitre- 
Ally near Kevins-ſtreet, for 50 poor Boys, The Contributions a- 
Hove Zol. per Ann. are to be laid out in cloathing the Boys, and 
putting them out Apprentices. The Children are taught to Read, 
Write, and caſt Accompt, &c- 

There is a School in Channel Row for Girls. The Girls, in- 
ſtead of Writing and Arithmetick, are taugkt Plain-Work, Knit- 
ting, &c. 

There are alſo 25 Girls kept at the Expence of ſome few good 
Ladies, that deſire to be nameleſs. The School ſtands near Oæ- 
anontowu Green. | 

Another of about 24 Boys taught and cloath'd by the Pariſhioners 
of St. John's Pariſh. 

Micklow. Here is a Charity-School erected by the Gentle- 
men of that County; conſiſting of 24 Boys, who are cloathed, and 
taught to read, Write, and the Principles of the Church of Ireland, 
as by Law eſtabliſhed ; and thoſe Scholars that are the Sons of Pa- 
piſts, their Parents are obliged to give Bonds to the Founders, that 
in caſe ſuch Children ſhall turn Papiſts, when they come of Age, 
that then their Parents, or other Security, ſhall repay the Expence 
of their Education and Cloathing to the Fonnders. 


POST- 
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POSTSCRIPT. 


H E Zeal which has appear'd of late Years amongſt us for pro- 
moting the Chriſtian Education of the Children of the Poorer 

Sort, has not ſtopp'd within the Kingdoms of Great Britain and 
Ireland, but hath influenced New England, where at BOSTON laſt 
Winter, were ſet up Three Charity-Schools ; and hath alſo excited the 
like concern and Application in other Proteſtant Countries of Eu- 
rope, for carrying on the ſame Glorious Deſign. The Czar of AAo, 
covy has lately ereted Schools in ſeveral of the great Towns in his 
Dominions, and the like has been done in Sweden, Holland, Swir- 
zerland, and ſeveral Parts of Germany. Some of our preceeding An- 
niverſary Charity-Sermons, and Accounts of Charity-Schools, have 
been tranſlated, by a very eminent Hand, into Higb-Duich, and 
two Charity-Schools have already been ſet up at Copenhagen on the 
Model of ours, and Endeavours are uſing to do the like in fevers! 
Parts of Germany and Switzerland. It is inexpreſſible, with what 
Zeal and Application, the Religious Education and Catechiſing of 
Children has been of late promoted in other Proteſtant Countries 
beyond the Seas, Nor can we here omit to take notice of that 
faithful and ſurpriſing Account of the pious Foundation at Glauch 
near Hall in Saxony; which from ſo ſmall a Beginning as 18s. 6%. 
dropp'd into an Alms-Box, fix'd at the Study Door of the Reverend 
Auguſtus Hermannus Franch, the worthy Miniſter there, is now, by 
ſeaſonable and unexpected Supplies, grown ſo large, as to become 
a ſort of Univerſity ; of which a full Account is given in the Pieces; 
Hallenſis, and its Abridgement, both printed by the Printer of this 
Account. 
NOR does Europe wholly confine this Deſign of Charity- Schools, 
but it begins to extend as far as the Eaſtern Countries. For at Tra? 
quebar, on the Coaſt of Coromandel, Two Daniſh Miſſionaries, Natives 
of Germany, the one Bartholomew Ziegenbalgh, and the other Henry 
Plutſcho by Name, have begun a ſmal} Charity-School for the Aal. 
barian Boys; not only providing them Food, but inſtructing them 
alſo in their own and the German Language; but chiefly in the 
Fundamental Principles of Chriſtian Knowledge: in hopes that 
they may one time prove uſetn], it not to themſelves, yer co thoje 
that may come after them. For this purpoſe they ſpar d _ of 
| 2 tne; 
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their own Salary, and thought to venture takin” vp Money at In- 
tereſt from the Malabariars, for promoting this and other their 
pious Deſigns: They ſyppoſe alſo tey moſt buy Children to be 
taught, aud that ſometimes at a great rate at the firſt, tall impreſ- 
tion be made in the Country for ſome tavour to the Chriſtians : One 
moſt deplorable. Circumſtance and Obſtacle they meet with here in 
all their Deßgrs for the Propegation of the Goſpel, we ſhall give 
in the very Words of one of the Miſſionaries themſelves; and 
which ought to ſtrike a hoftor into the Chriſtian World. I mum,

For Teaching poor Children in ſmall 

Villages to Read, G. 


HEREAS many Pariſhes are ſo ſmall, that they can nei- 

ther furniſh a ſufficient Number of Children, nor afford 
Subſcriptions for a Charity-Schoo!: And whereas in ſome Places, 
and at particular Times in the Year, (eſpecially in Harveſt) the 
Parents of many poor Children are unwilling to ſpare them at 
School Hours: To remedy theſe and the like Inconveniencies, and 
that ſuch Children may not be wholly deſtitute of a Chriſtian Edu- 
cation, but may at leaſt be taught to Read, and to repeat the Church- 
Catechiſm ;, It is Propoſed, That diſcreet and ſober Perſons may be 
pitch'd upon in each. Pariſh, and an Agreement made with them. 


That 28. 6d. (hall be paid for inſtructing each poor Child, ſo ſoon as 
it can name and diſtinguiſh all the Letters in the Alphabet: And the 
like Payment, when the Child can ſpell well: And 58. more when ſuch 
Child can read well and diſtinctly, and ſay the Church Catechiſm. 

By which Means Poor Children may be taught to read for Ten Shil- 
lings; and the additional Charge for Books, will be very incon- 
ſiderable. 


This Way of Teaching hath been practiſed in ſeveral Places with good 
Succeſs; particularly in the Pariſhes of Cholderton, Hanning ton, and South. 
Marſton, in Wiliſpire; which hath given Encouragement to publiſh the
